The dew point is
temperature llke the
freezing point, for it varies with the
amount of moisture happening to be
present in the air. ' The more saturated
the air is the higher the dew point will
be; the less moisture there is in the air
the lower the temperature must fall before
the dew will form. This partly explains
why there may be a heavy fall of dew
one night and little or none the next: {t
all depends on the degree of humidity
of the air in relation to temperature.

With steam heat the desired amount of
moisture will be condensed from the
steam, but with hot water, hot air or
stove heat means should always be pro-
vided for adding water vapor to the
heated air.
